ſtrongly inculcated by the aforeſaid Holy 
Fathers, is one cauſe greatly contributing to- 
wards that total relaxation of moral duties, 
too viſible among all ranks of Chriſtians. 
The Author intends not by the following 
Sheets, to cenſure the method uſed by ſome, 
in reciting the Divine Office in the After- 
noon, or diſapprove the different modes pur- 
ſued by others: Vet cannot forbear thinking, 
it very rational, equally pleaſing to God, and

This ſuggeſted the firſt thought of com- 
piling the following Work, for by ſaying the 
Prayers in the Garden of the Sou alternately 
with the people, I obſerved that they attended 


Evening Service with much more aſſiduity 


than formerly. 


Therefore 1 have here ſcleQted a certain 


number of Pſalms for the four different Sun- 


days of the Month, and Holydays that fall 


within each Week. There are Little Chap- 
ters, Hymns, Verſicles and proper Prayers 


for the Sundays, and different Holydays 
throughout the year. 

The Sundays in Lent have. Pſalms, 
Hymns, Sc. particularly adopted to the de- 
votions of that Holy- time. At the end there 
are Prayers for Benediction; and likewiſe 
the Night Prayers uſually faid in well regula- 


ted Catholic Families. 


The Author has already mentioned the 


reaſons that induced him to publiſh this me- 


thod; and ſtrongly recommends it to the 
practice of others, hoping it will produce 
the ſame ſalutary effects in other congrega- 
tions as it did in his own; Having nothing 
in, view, but the greater glory of God, and
